A BEGINNER’S EXPERIENCE- 

Why Brood Frames and Comb Honey 
Sections Are Not Advisable in 
the Same Body. 

I inclose a sketch of a hive forrais 
ing comb honey, writes C, M.thurch, of 
Arnold, " Pa. I amfpnly -a beginner In 
bee culture; and.as I • experienced a 
great deal of ’trouble in getting my hee§! 
into the super I concluded to change the 
construction of the hive so as to let them 
fill sections by placing sections in the 
body of the hive. While this scheme 
Was new to me I have since found that it 
is an old idea, invented by Mr. Lang- 
stroth in 1852, and used in a little dif¬ 
ferent way. I am also informed that 
more honey can be obtained per colony 
in this way, but at a greater expense in 
labor.

4x5 sections standing up, and four side- 
wise, making eight sections to the 
frame (see sketch of frame). Then 
put in as many frames as de¬ 
sired for the brood-nest; say four to 
six, with a queen-excluder each side of 
the brood-nest; then, fill up the, rest, 
each, side of the brood-nest, outside, the 
queen-excluder, with frames containing 
4x5 plain sections, with .fehces be¬ 
tween them.

I expect to be able to breed up in the 
spring in this hive, to get the best, re¬ 
sults, and also overcome the desire to 
swarm to a great extent, by giving the 
queen plenty of room to do her best and 
not be crowded. 

The plan you describe was used many 
years ago, but discarded, comments the 
editor of Gleamings in Bee Culture. 
There are two objections to it. First, it 
makes an awkward odd-sized hive; sec¬ 
ond; comb honey stored next to brood- 
frames will be discolored by reason of 
the bees using wax from the brood- 
combs in building combs in sections. 
No, I do not think more honey can be 
produced by this plan—at least there 
are no data to show it. There is another 
incidental disadvantage; and that is, the 
outside frame, containing eight sec¬ 
tions, would present a large .surface to 
the side of the hive, and this'would re¬ 
sult in the surface of those combs be¬ 
ing neglected or poorly filled. The same 
objection applies to the ordinary comb- 
honey super containing one; tier of sec 
tlons.;; but in-.this case only half the 
surface r is presented to .the, wood; and 
even this objection is largely overcome 
by the’ use'of slotted dividers, or fences, 
put next to the outside of the hive. 

If you would consult bee-keepers of 
large experience you would probably 
save a good deal of money, and in the 
end abandon all idea of a hive like the 
one shown in the diagram above. The 
whole field has been thrashed over and 
over by others, only to he abandoned; 
and as history is pretty apt to repeat it¬ 
self, you will he almost sure to be a loser 
by the operation.

THE SIZE OF FOWLS. 


What Eood Has to Do With It—Good 
Eood and Evenly Balanced Ra¬ 
tion Needed. 


The question is asked if any par¬ 
ticular food can be given that will pro¬ 
duce unusual size In fowls. The an 
swer Is no. All foods that are easily 
digested and nutritious will help t? 
produce that size, But it takes genera¬ 
tions to greatly affect the general 
size. In this country fowls have In¬ 
creased in size largely because of an 
abundance of nutritious food and the 
continued selection of birds for in 
crease in size. It has been noticed 
that the jersey cows brought to this 
country in a few : generations greatly 
increase in size, This is doubtless 
due to the same general reason that 
is the cause for thfe increase of human 
stature here—the supply of good food. 
The reason is also a good one in the. 
domain of poultry. The best food 
that can be given for the increase o! 
size, says the Farmers’ Review, is a 
balanced ration, that is, a ration not 
too much overbalanced on the side 
of either the proteins or the fats. Meat 
in some form will act as a stimulant,

It has long been known kerosene is 
a useful remedy for tick infected cat¬ 
tle and mange infested sheep. How¬ 
ever, the difficulty experienced in 
emulsifying the oil and thus removing 
its irritant effect on the animals has al¬ 
ways proved a serious objection. The 
bureau of animal industry has experi¬ 
mented carefully with this matter and 
after a number of trials of different com¬ 
binations of crude oil, soap and water, 
the following formula was decided upon 
as the one best suited to the uses we had 
in view; Crude petroleum, two gallons; 
water, one-half gallon; hard soap, one- 
half pound. 

Dissolve the soap in the water with the 
aid of heat; to this solution add the 
crude petroleum, mix with a spray pump 
or shake vigorously, and dilute with the 
desired amount of water. Soft water 
should, of "course, be used. Various 
forms of hard and soft soaps were tried, 
but soap with an amount of free alkali 
equivalent to 0.9 per cent, of sodium 
hydroxide gave the best emulsion. 
Laundry soaps were quite satisfactory, 
but toilet soaps in the main are not suit¬ 
able. 

An emulsion of crude petroleum made 
according to this modified formula will 
stand indefinitely without any tenden¬ 
cy toward a separation of the oil and 
water and can be diluted in any propor¬ 
tion with cold soft water. After suffi¬ 
cient dilution to produce a ten per cent, 
emulsion, a number,of hours are re¬ 
quired for all of the oil to rise to the sur¬ 
face, but if the mixture is agitated oc¬ 
casionally no separation takes place. 
After long standing the oil separates in 
the form of a creamlike layer which is 
easily mixed with the water again by 
stirring. 

In preparing this- emulsion fpr use in 
the field, .the Orange Judd Farmer sug¬ 
gests, a large spray pump capable of 
mixing 25 gallons has been used with 
perfect success. The above formula ap¬ 
plies most particularly to Beaumont 
crude petroleum but has worked suc¬ 
cessfully with other crude oil. 


A horse is a valuable asset, and 
should receive the best care possible. 
He should be well fed, comfortably 
stabled, carefully groomed, and clipped 
in the early spring. If he receives 
these attentions he will work well 'and 
improve, irt value.

Ih his’wild .state 
be required: none'.off . t-hese-.-attentions, 
for he • wasvable to -look.rout -for. shim- 
self. The^domesticated: animal'-being 
worked under conditions’'-that-are; jit 
themselves artificial; - nrust.be “kept in 
condition for such work. 

The - clipping of - a horse in tire-early 
spring is now admitted by all the lead¬ 
ing veterinarians to be as essential to 
a horse’s well being as shoeing him or 
giving him a comfortable bed to lie on. 
Farmers in England and France have 
been clipping their horses for many 
years, and American farmers are not 
slow to realize its advantages. A 1 
Clipped horse dries out rapidly after a 
hard day’s work, and will rest com¬ 
fortably and be refreshed for the work 
of the following day. An unclipped 
horse is liable to catch the heaves,, 
pneumonia and all sorts of colds, rheu¬ 
matism, etc. More especially is this 
so in the early spring, when his hair 
is long and he is “soft.” If worked 
hard, he will perspire. freely and the 
moisture will be held In his long hair, 
and the food that should go to nour¬ 
ish him will be used to replenish the 
heat that is being constantly taken 
from his body by the mass of cold 
wet hair. If clipped, the perspiration 
will evaporate almost., as soon as se¬ 
creted, and when put in-.the stable, he 
rests comfortably and , his - food- does 
him good. 

The Horse Review is authority for 
the story that some years ago a Buffalo 
street ear company tested the yalue'l 
of clipping in the following manner: 
They owned 500 horses, and 250 of 
these were clipped early in the spring 
and 250 were not clipped. A careful 
record was kept of the results, and it 
was found that of tne 250 unclipped 
horses 153 were afflicted with coughs 
and pneumonia, while of the 259 
clipped not one case of sickness was 
reported. 

A man would not expect to enjoy 
very good health if he did hard man 7 
ual work clothed with heavy under¬ 
wear, a heavy suit and a fur overcoat, 
and after perspiring freely, as he nat¬ 
urally would, go to sleep without re¬ 
moving the same. It is just as ridic¬ 
ulous to expect a horse to be in per¬ 
fect health if worked under the same 
conditions.

FAST SHIPS KILL PARROTS 

Make Such. Eapid Trips the Birds 
Cannot Get Used to 
Changes. 

According to the accounts of the 1 
dealers in wild animals, the domestic' 
gray parrot is likely in course of time 
to become a rare bird in this country. 
The effect will not be felt immediately, 
because the parrot, as Is well known, 
is a bird of very long life. Those 
that we have now, therefore, will be 
with us for a long while still; hut very 
few fresh ones are being imported. 

The reason is a singular and para¬ 
doxical one, namely, that the time 
spent on the voyagei s so short in com¬ 
parison with what it used to occupy 
in the old sailing days, that the par¬ 
rots do not become acclimatized by de¬ 
grees, as they once did, and the mor¬ 
tality among them Is so great in con¬ 
sequence, that it is not worth while 
importing them. 

A possible expedient might be to 
give them a half-way house at the 
Canary islands, where they could so¬ 
journ awhile on their way from the 
West coast of Africa—Country Life, 
London. 

DUNCE MAN OF LEARNING. 

Nickname of Dunsscotus, a Scholar 
Who Lived Six Hundred 
Years Ago. 

. “Dunce” is generally applied to dull, 
stupid, unteachable boys. The person 
from., whose name the word is supposed 
to have boon derived was quite a dif¬ 
ferent character. ■ 

It was used as a term of reproach by 
the Thomists to the followers of Duns¬ 
scotus, who w as their antagonist in a 
religious controversy. This “Johannes 
Dunsscotus" was a very learned man, 
who lived about the end of the thir¬ 
teenth and beginning of the fourteenth 
century. The English say he was born 
in Northumberland; the Scotch allegB 
he was horn at Duns, In the Mars, ths 
neighboring county of Northumber¬ 
land, and hence he was called Duns¬ 
scotus. 

He died at Cologne, November 8, 
1308. His fame was so great that when 
at Oxford 30,000 scholars attended to 
heard his lectures. 

The Thomists were the followers ol 
Thomas Aquinas, a Dominican friar, 
celebrated for his learning.

Reports from Sweden that a league 
has been formed there for the purpose 
of restraining extravagance in wom¬ 
an’s dress have an Elizabeth ring 
about them. In 1650 “the principal 
citizens of London were become so 
extravagant in their dress that it was 
thought necessary to restrain the 
same;” and the result was a procla¬ 
mation issued by her majesty’“against 
excess of apparel, gold chains and 
cloaks, the latter of which were made 
so long that they reached down to the 
heels.”
